Dutch Community Radio 
(DCR). | like to share a bit of history with you how it 
all started, nearly 50 years ago, with reel to reel or 
cassette tapes and no digital technology as we have 
it now. 


id you know that in 1975 an Ethnic Radio 

Steering Committee was set up in Perth with the 
aim to establishing ethnic broadcasting on a 
permanent basis. The then Federal minister for the 
Media gave the go ahead for AM & FM low power 
stations with an urban coverage of up to 14.5km. At 
that stage the University of WA and the WA Institute 
of Technology were granted broadcasting licenses. 
W.A.I.T. advertised to invite the interest and 
participation of Community Groups. One of the 
groups established was the Multicultural Radio and 
Television Association (MRTA). Dutch Community 
Radio is a member of MRTA from its inception. A 
Dutch program was transmitted via Radio 6NR, 
which was produced and presented by Henk 
Hukema. 
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The music played on air was mainly from records, 
which Henk Hukema had brought from The 
Netherlands, when he migrated to Australia. Henk 
decided to go back to The Netherlands in 1979 and 
the program was taken over by Barend and Johanna 
Viersma until 1980. During that period Gerrit 
Steketee was also involved for a short time. 


In 1980 the program of Dutch Community Radio was 
taken over by Henk Meeuwese and his wife and Jan 
and Riet van Tiel. Henk Meeuwese became 
immediately involved with MRTA and as a council 
member. 

Henk Meeuwese got in contact with Radio Nederland 
Wereldomroep in Hilversum in The Netherlands and 
was regularly supplied with music and other 
programs from The Netherlands, specially made for 
migrants living in Canada, The United States of 
America, New Zealand, and Australia. The programs 
were recorded on the big reel-to-reel professional 
studio tapes and could only be played on the reel-to- 
reel machines in the studio, because of the size of 
reels and the width of the tape, which was wider than 
the tapes we used at home. 


In September 1987, the era of reel to reel was over 
and Radio Nederland Wereldomroep started with

monthly music cassettes with an half hour program 
“Tulpen uit Amsterdam", presented by Herman 
Emmink. The last of these programs, number 124 
was transmitted in December of 1997. 


In January 1989 Radio Nederland Wereldomroep 
issued a music cassette each month with a variety of 
vocal and instrumental music and cabaret, which 
played on air every fortnight. Exactly 10 years later - 
in December of 1998 we transmitted the last 
program. 


In April 1988 Henk Meeuwese & Jan and Riet van 
Tiel left Dutch Community Radio. Henk Meeuwese 
approached Alex Udinga, Adrie van der Worm and 
Robert Wegman and these people became 
President, Secretary and Treasurer, with Henk 
Meeuwese being the producer and presenter of the 
program. Adrie van der Worm helped Henk to 
announce the local news. 


In 1991 MRTA obtained a Radio Licence and 
established Radio Station 6EBA FM, which 
commenced broadcasting in December 1991 from a 
rented location in View Street North Perth. Not only 
did Henk help in obtaining the broadcasting licence 
but he was also heavily involved in setting up and 
refurbishing the premises in View Street. 


View Street had always been a temporary studio and 
soon MRTA purchased the current premises in 
Fitzgerald Street in North Perth. 


In April 1996 Henk Meeuwese passed away, Robert 
Wegman and Adrie van der Worm continued the 
program and advertised for people who would be 
interested to be a presenter for the Dutch program. » 


Aat and Jenny Kievit 
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The Dutch Radio 


onsequently an advertisement was placed in the 

Dutch Weekly, a Dutch newspaper printed in 
Sydney. After thinking about it for a few days Aat 
Kievit decided to take up the challenge. Robert 
Wegman and Adrie van der Worm were presenting 
the program as well as they could, but it was a relief 
for both that new faces, better still, new voices 
appeared in the form of Aat Kievit and Else Boon 
who joined a few weeks later. Preparing a program 
took more time than originally thought and therefore 
Jenny Kievit started off-air, selecting the music - at 
that stage from cassettes, LP's and sometimes 
tapes. Aat had still a full-time job in those days and 
could only dedicate his time on evenings and 
weekends. 


In September 1996, during a meeting from the then 
Committee, Alex Udinga and Adrie van der Worm 
decided to vacate their positions as President and 
Secretary, which were taken over by Aat and Jenny. 
Robert continued to be the Treasurer and Else Boon 
became a committee member. A few weeks later 
Jenny also started presenting. In February 1998 Else 
Boon advised the Committee that she would stop as 
volunteer as of the 22" of that month. 


At the end 
of April 
1998 Peter 
van der 
Wedden 
joined the 
team. The 
team then 
consisted of 
Aat Kievit 
(President, 
Producer 
and 
Presenter), 
Robert 
Wegman 
(Treasurer 
and Panel Operator), Jenny Kievit (Secretary and 
Presenter) and Peter van der Wedden (Panel 
Operator). Recently the team had increased with 
Theo van de Peppel coming on board as a Presenter 
and Harry Crijns as Technician. If Jenny and Aat 
were unable to present the program, there are two 
ladies, Yvon Kasteel and Nelly Brandsma who 
volunteer to present the program instead. DCR were 
very pleased that we can rely on them. Henny Lock 
had done relief presenting for a few years; and she 
loved doing the program but sadly she passed away. 


All the work for Dutch Community Radio is on a 
voluntary basis and love doing it. We leave home at 
approximately 13:00 pm to make sure that you, our 
listeners can listen every Sunday afternoon at 14:00 
pm to 95.3FM and hear "Daar bij die molen", the 
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signature tune that starts the Dutch program. During 
the next 90 minutes we transmitted music from The 
Netherlands - performed by Dutch artists or 
performers, News from The Netherlands, 
announcements from the Dutch Embassy or 
Consulates, Federal and Local Government and 
Clubs, Societies and Associations about events and 
messages for the Dutch Community in Perth. We 
finish at 15.30 pm and are home again in three 
quarters of an hour. 


The cost of transmissions was partly paid via a 
federal government grant and through 
advertisements from our sponsors. We have a loyal 
group of people who support us by donating $10.00, 
and sometimes more a year, which enables us to 
purchase extra equipment - e.g., a midi recorder with 
microphones for interviews, Dutch CD’s, and the 
postage of the Dutch Community Newslettet, to our 
supporters. Without our loyal supporters we could not 
afford to do these extra's. 

When we started to do the program, Jenny attended 
an Interviewing Workshop where she received good 
advice and learned how to do interviews. 


he above was written by Jenny Kievit in 2006 
and yes Aat and Jenny continued until early 
2012 when they decided to stop due to Aat's illness. 

That's when Karin promised him the radio will 
continue on and it does. Theo van de Peppel stayed 
with us till the end of 2015, when changes were 
made to our format. 


The decision made during the DCR AGM in October 
2021 to move away from 6EBA FM to Radio 
Fremantle 6CCR, proved to be a good move. 


Through our enthusiastic group of volunteers, past 
and present, without them, there could not be any 
Dutch language broadcast. Every week we do this, 
we will not stop even during the festive season.

History 


he oldest archaeological findings of human 

activity around Arnhem are two firestones about 
70,000 years ago. These come from the Stone age, 
when the Neanderthals lived in this part of Europe. In 
Schuytgraaf, remnants of a hunters camp from 
around 5000 BC have been discovered. In 
Schaarsbergen, twelve grave mounds were found 
from 2400 BC, which brought the so-called Neolithic 
Revolution to the area 
of Arnhem, which 
meant the rise of 
farmers. 


The earliest settlement 
in Arnhem dates from 
1500 BC, of which 
traces have been 
found on the 
Hoogkamp, where the 
van Goyenstraat is 
currently located. In the inner city, around the Sint- 
Jansbeek, traces of settlement have been found 
around 700 BC, while the first traces South of the 
Rhine have been found dating around 500 BC, in the 
Schuytgraaf. 


Though the early tracks of settlements did show that 
the early residents of Arnhem descended from the 
forests on the hills, Arnhem was not built on the 
banks of the river Rhine, but a little higher along the 
Sint-Jansbeek. Arnhem arose on the location where 
the road between Nijmegen and Utrecht and Zutphen 
split. Seven streams provided the city with water, and 
only when the flow of the Rhine was changed in 
1530, was the city located on the river. 


Middle Ages 


Arnhem was first mentioned as such in 893 as 
Arneym or Arentheym. In 1233, Count Otto Il of 
Guelders from Zutphen, conferred city rights on the 
town, which had belonged to the abbey of Prüm, 
settled in, and fortified it. Arnhem entered the 
Hanseatic League in 1443. In 1473, it was captured 
by Charles the Bold of Burgundy. 


16" and 17" century 


In 1514, Charles of Egmond, duke of Guelders, took 
it from the dukes of Burgundy; in 1543, it fell to the 
emperor Charles V. As capital of the so-called 
"Kwartier van Veluwe" it joined the Union of Utrecht 
during the Eighty Years’ War in 1579. After its 
capture from the Spanish forces by Dutch and 
English troops in 1585 the city became part of the 
Republic of the Seven United Provinces of The 
Netherlands. The French occupied the town from 
1672 to 1674. 


18" and 19°" century 


From 1795 to 1813, it was reoccupied by the French, 
by both revolutionary and imperial forces. 


In the early 19" century, the former fortifications were 
almost completely dismantled, to give space for town 
expansion. The Sabe/spoort (Sabresgate) is the only 
remaining part of the medieval walls. 


In the 19^ century, Arnhem was a genteel resort 
town famous for its picturesque beauty. It was known 
as "het Haagje van het oosten" (The Little Hague of 
the East), mainly because a number of rich former 
sugar barons or planters from the Indies settled 
there, as they did in The Hague. Even now the city is 
famous for its parks and greenery. The urbanization 
in the North on hilly terrain is also quite unusual for 
the Netherlands. 


World War ІІ 


During the German occupation (World War II), the 
occupiers operated a subcamp of the 
Herzogenbusch concentration camp in the city. 


During Operation 
Market Garden 
(September 1944), the f 
British 1° Airborne 
Division, under the 
command of Major- 
General Roy Urquhart, 
and the Polish 1* 
Independent 
Parachute Brigade 
were given the task of securing the bridge at 
Arnhem. 


Glider infantry and paratrooper units were landed into 
the area on 17 September and later. The bulk of the 
force was dropped rather far from the bridge and 
never met their objective. A small element of the 
British 1° Airborne, the 2" Parachute Battalion under 
Lieutenant Colonel John D. Frost, managed to make 
its way as far as the bridge but was unable to secure 
B both sides. The 
British troops 
encountered stiff 
resistance from 
the German 9th 
and 10th SS 
Panzer Divisions, 
which had been 
stationed in and 
around the city. »

The British force at the bridge eventually ran out of 
ammunition and was captured on 21 September, and 
a full withdrawal of the remaining forces was made 
on 26 September. These events were dramatized in 
the 1977 movie A Bridge Too far. As a tribute, the 
rebuilt bridge was renamed ‘John Frost Bridge’ after 
the commander of the paratroopers. The official 
commemoration is 17 September. 


The current bridge is the third almost-identical bridge 
built at the same spot. The Dutch Army destroyed the 
first bridge when the German Army invaded The 
Netherlands in 1940. The second bridge was 
destroyed by the United States Army Air Forces 
shortly after the 1944 battle. 


Liberation 


A second battle of Arnhem took place in April 1945 
when the city was liberated by the British 49th (West 
Riding) Infantry Division fighting as part of the First 
Canadian Army. The inhabitants of the city, who had 
been forcibly evacuated by the Germans during and 
after the battle, returned in the summer of 1945. The 
reconstruction of Arnhem took until 1969 to finally be 
completed. 


Just outside Arnhem, in the town of Oosterbeek the 
Commonwealth War Graves Commission built the 
Arnhem Oosterbeek War Cemetry which contains the 
graves of most of those killed during the September 
landings, and many of those killed in later fighting in 
the area. 

The city also hosted the 1980 Summer Paralympics. 


Places of interest 


The Grote Kerk (St. Eusebius' Church), built 1452- 
1560, lost most of its tower during World War Il, of 
which a part has been reconstructed to a modern 
design and opened in 1964. Officially the tower is not 
part of the church and is owned by the municipality.

The satyrs in its Renaissance ornamentation earned 
it the name Duivelshuis (devil's house). The 
Netherlands Open Air Museum is located outside the 
city. It includes antique houses, farms, factories, and 
windmills from different parts of the Netherlands. Two 
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other windmills stand in Arnhem itself, De Hoop and 
De Kroon. 


The Royal Burgers’ Zoo in Arnhem is one of the 
biggest and most-visited zoos in the Netherlands, 
featuring an underwater walkthrough, desert, 
mangrove, and rainforest. 


The GelreDome, the home of Vitesse Arnhem, the 
city's Eredivisie (Premier League) team in football, is 
a unique facility that features a retractable roof and a 
slide-out grass pitch. The concept has been fully 
duplicated since then by the Veltins-Arena in 
Gelsenkirchen, Germany, and State Farm Stadium in 
Glendale, Arizona , U.S., and partially by the 
Sapporo Dome in Japan (which has a sliding pitch 
but a fixed roof).
